Machen Is Likely To Face Another 


Indictment, This Time On a 


Charge of Forgery. 


Washington, June 17—As a result 


of an alleged indiscretion in mat- 
ters pertaining to the award of con- 
tracts for printing money order forms 
for the government, James T. Metcalfe 
for many years superintendent of the 
money order system of the posloffice 
department, today was removed from 
office by the postmaster general. \ 
full investigation of the case will be 
made later. 
The dismissal is the 


result of the acts of Metcalfe in op- 
position to the bid of Paul Herman, 
of Rutherford, N. J., the lowest bid- 
der by $45,000, and in favor of the 
next highest bidder, the Wynkoop-Hal- 
lenbeck-Crawford company of 
Now 


York, of which Metcalfe's son is an 
employe. 
Postmaster General Payne 


in his letter of dismissal says that 
Metcalfe advised Herman, who. 
was 


one time foreman for the Wynkoop 
company, to withdraw his bid and re- 
enter the employ of the 
company, 


"understanding at the time that such 
withdrawal would result in the con- 
tract being awarded to said company 
and consequently in a loss to the gov- 
ernment." 


Also that Metcalfe advised Herman 


that $5,000 deposited whon his bid was 
filed, and which he forfeited in case 
of his *ailure to comply with the 
terms of the bid, would probably be 
returned to Herman if he 
adopted 


Motcalfe's suggestion. 


Postmaster General Payne, in an- 


nouncing his action, stated that there 
•was no charge that Metoalfe had done 
anything amenable to the law, 
but 


said that his conduct was a serious 
Indiscretion that could not be 
over- 


looked. 
Metcalfe, he said, always has 


been considered a faithful, 
efficient, 


painstaking and honest employe. 


Postmaster General Payne 
said it 


had become his duty to make the re- 
moval and was a step which he couid 
not avoid in the proper discharge of 
his duties. 


Metcalfe originally was appointed 


from Iowa and has been in the postal 
service Since 1882. 
During his ad- 


ministration the money order service 
has been widely extended by mutual 
arrangements with a larg" number of 
foreign governments 
throughout the 


world, and Metcalfe has cordial por- 
ponal relations with many 
foreign 


postal officials. 


Metcalfe Vihen seen said he had 


nothing to conceal: that his son's 
employment with the bidding 
firm 


could have no effect on the award; 
that he suggested Herman's return to 
his old company to handle the gov- 
ernment work there because he (Met- 
calfe) knew Herman's moans 
^vere 


limited and the stoppage of supplies 
in the midst of a contrai t term would 
have proved serious. 
Hu says on 


Herman's consent he wrote to Halkn- 
beck, advising that Herman be re- 
stored to bis old place, and that ho 
told Herman he had little doubt the 
government would allow HOI man to 
withdraw his forfeit chock of $.".000. 


It is stated that at the hearing (if 


the question of Herman's ability to 
perform the < ontract, he offered to put 
up a bond guaranteeing the completion 
of the contract.

Franz Joseph of Austria Congratulates 


and 
Regrets—Victor Emmanuel 
Sends Peter Greeting. 


Geneva, June 17—King Peter today 


telegraphed to Belgrade the following 
manifesto to be 
proclaimed 
to the 
Servians: 


"Thanks to the favor of God and 


the will of the people, I am called to 
the throne of my ancestors. I submit 
myself to the popular decision and to- 
day ascend the throne of Servia. 


"I consider it to be my first duty 


to thank God for the favor accorded 
me, and I express the hope that the 
powers will hail my succession as an 
event which will give Servia an era of 
repose, progress and order. 


"I give my word to 
respect 
the 
rights acquired by all. 
"I will be the protector of the le- 
gality and the well being of the people. 


"I call upon the heads, of the church 


and the military and civil functionaries 
to retain their functions and execute 
them conscientiously. 
"I declare that I shall banish from 
my memory all the acts 
committed 


during the past forty years bearing 
upon me. 
"Every honest Servian will find un- 
der my reign protection for his moral 
and material life. 


"The motto of my dynasty is, 'For 


the sacred cross and cherished liberty.' 


"It is with that motto, assured of 


the attachment of the army and the 
church, that I ascend the throne as 
Peter the First, King of Servia." 


THE CZAR CINCHED IT. 


When He Congratulated Peter All Op- 


position to Him Ceased. 
Belgrade, June 17—The receipt of 


the czar's telegram to King Peter, fin- 
ishes in the opinion of the best in- 
formed persons, natives and foreigners, 
all possibility of an internal rising 
against the 
provisional 
government 


of Servia. The 
despatch 
has 
so 


strengthened the hands of the con- 
spirators that there 
is no 
chance 


whatever of opposition to them.

London, June 27—The evening session 
of the commons was occupied with 
the discussion of the motion to ad- 
journ, made by the liberal leader, Sir 
Henry Campbell-Bannerman, iiv order 
to obtain further light regarding the 
government's position on the prefer- 
ential tariff question. The motion was 
rejected i!52 to 132. The result of the 
debate was considered a triumph for 
Chamberlain, for instead of driving a 
wedge between Balfour and Chamber- 
lain, the very opposite was done and 
practically committed the government 
to the policy. Except as being an at- 
tack upon 
Germany, 
Chamberlain's 


speech was a repetition in more con- 
vinced and forcible terms of his pre- 
vious speeches. 
Ho made 
a 
great 


point in showing that the mere talk of 
a change in Great Britain's fiscal pol- 
icy had already produced a change of 
tone in the German newspapers, which 
no longer talked of retaliation, 
the 


object of which, he said, "was less to 
punish Canada than to read a lesson 
to any British colony daring to dis- 
criminate in favor of the mother coun- 
try." 
It is believed, 
however, 
the 


government's position is more than ev- 
er precarious and nothing can delay 
an appeal to the country on the ques- 
tion.

The witness also admitted that she 


had thought a good deal of all that had 
happened with the view of recalling 
nil that was improper that Mrs. Mc- 
Coole had done.

Srribner said that all she knew

Mrs. McCoole doing that was improper

Denied Story. 


Mrs. Scribner said that in the dis- 


cussion at her house theie was noth- 
ing said about the MrCnoles moving 
out of the house or MeNier moving 
out of the house. The only one talked 
of about going away from the place 
was Mrs. McNier, whom it was under- 
stood -was going to Chicago the next 
day after the inteiview to stay until 
the McCnoles had left the house as she 
refused to stay under the same roof 
with Mrs. McCoole.

Mr. Mills in- 
quired particularly as to what kind of 
cakes were served and Mrs. McNier 
said ttiat they always had baker's 
cake. 


Mrs. McNlor in her direct testimony 


told at length about Mrs. McCoole go- 
ing from the Scribner house and re- 
fusing to stay for supper when she 
saw McNier coming- home and knew 
that he was to be at the house alone, 
his wife having gone out for supper. 


Came Rapidly. 


On the cross-examination Mrs. Mc- 


Nier said that Jesse 
McNier, the 


brother of her husband, was boarding 
at the house at the time and came 
home with her husband on that oc- 
casion.

Mrs. McNier said she could not re- 
member exactly as things camp pretty 
rapidly for a few days.

Mrs. McNier 
said that Easter Sunday was the first 
time that there was any trouble. She 
stated that many times, in fact al- 
most every day after that time' she 
talked with Mrs1. McCoole regarding 
the latter's actions. 


The attorney asked if McNier had 


not threatened to leave his wife but 
the witness was not allowed to answer. 


Witness Angry.

Q-—Was that a shock to you? 
Not answered. 
Q.—What was said? 
A.—McCoole*1 risked his wife to choosv 


between him and my husband and she 
said she would not but later she said 
she would not leave Kd for any man. 


The questions that were not ans- 


wered weie in cases where objections 
were made .and sustained. 


Mrs. McNier Mas on the stand for a 


few moments after court convened in 
tne aliernoon and the cross-examina- 
tion was then c one-luded.
